Washington, D. C., July 5.—[Spe- 
cal.j—The immediate danger of the 
Mexican crisis was eliminated today by 
the delivery of Carranza’s friendly and 
conciliatoty note which promises co- 
operation against border raiis and 
paves the way for the settlement of the 
entize COtitfoversy by diplomatic means. 

Carranza, in effect, withdraws all 
threats against the American expedi- 
tionary force in Mexico with the tacit 
understaiding that the withdrawal of 
the American troops northward will be 
part of the joint pian of the two gov- 
ernments fot reaching an understand- 
ing. 

There is every indication tonight that 
President Wilson will agree to this, 
though the attitude of the American 
government has not yet been formally 
annou 

Secretary of State Lansing, after 
teading the note which was delivered to 
the state department by an attaché of 
the Mexican embassy, strongly in- 
timated that the crisis had passed. He 
Baid he intended to leave Friday for 
& month’s vacation at Watertown, N. 
¥., where he will devote more time to 
fishing than to diplomatic problems. 

President Wilson réceived a copy of 
the note early and is understood to be 
feady to join Carranza in friendly ef- 
forts to setile all differences.

LASTS TILL WAR’S END

LONDON, Jily 6, 3 & m—The eom- 
plete details of Lioyd-George’s scheme 
for provisional home rulé for Ireland are 
published in the morning papéets. The 
following are the principal features: 

1. An Irish house of commons will be 
constituted by the transference to the 
Irish parliament of seventy-eight mem- 
bers now sitting in the English commons 
for the twenty-six homé fule counties. 
(The total Irish representation in the 
imperial house of commons is 103, of 
which twenty-five members sit for thé 
six Ulster counties, previsionally exelud- 
ed from honie rule.) : ; 

2. Of the seventy-eight members to be 
transferred to the Irish house, seventy- 
six are Nationalists or Independents, 
while two are Unionists, namely, Sir 
Hdward Carson and J. H. M. Campbell, 
attorney general for Irelahd. These two 
membérs represent Trinity college, Dub- 
lin. They have both consénted to sit in 
the home ruie parliament, and on this 
fact some hepes are based for future 

/ ‘Rétain Other Seats. 

3. Members of the ifish commons will 
retain theif seats in the English house 
and will be seen there, as the irish body 
is not expected to havé much business to 
transact at first. 

4. Considerable répresentation of the 
Unionist interests in the south and west 
of Ireland will be provided through the 
nomination of their representatives to the 
Irish senate. It is proposed that the sen- 
ate sit and act with the Irish commons 
during the temporary settlement, thus 
safeguarding the interests of the Union- 
ists. 


Continues Year After War. 

5. The temporary settlement is to con- 
tinue until one year after the termina- 
tion of the war. At that time the whole 
arrangement will come under the review 
of the great imperial conference, which is 
held to adjust the governmént of the ém- 
pire. 

6. The framéwork of Irish finance in 
the home rule act will not be altered, but 
some increases will be de in the sum to 
be transferred te Irish revenues from the 
imperial treasury. 

7. A new lord lieutenant will be appoint- 
ed as a preliminary to the adoption of the 
new arrangement. |

Dr. John A. Wesener Says 
Suicide Powder Killed 
~ Marion Lambert, 
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NEW YOUKER REPORT, 


BY SHEPPARD BUTLER 

A portly, suave expert in the vagaries 
of deadly poisons took the stand yester- 
day at the trial of Will Orpet and de- 
voted three industrious hours to the 
business of tearing into little bits the 
state's theory that the boy killed Marion 
Lambert with liquid cyanide of potas- | 
sium. 

The witness was Dr. John A. Wese- 
mer, a toxicologist of long experience in 
criminal cases, president of the Colum- 
bus laboratories, formerly professor of 
chemistry in the University of Lilinois 
schools of medicine and pharmacy, anda 
member of Coroner Hoffman's commis- 
sion of expert chemists. 

AGAINST DR. WEBSTER. 

Against this impressive array of 
titles was pitted the professional reputa- 
tion of Dr. Ralph W. Websier of 
Medical college—the man who testined 
for the étate that the three spots on 
Marion's outet coat were made vy cya- 
nide in solution and that it was the iiquid 
poisen that Killed the girl in heim 's 
wovous last k ebroary, 

Dr. Webster was rot there, for he ‘is 
fishing in Minnesota, but his testimony 
is in the records, and it was this slient 
enemy that Dr. Wesener attacked under 
the direction of James H. Wilikerson, 


his gray, silent parents hung intently on 
every word. 

Not a single crucial point of the grim 
Webster tneory wae leit unchallenged. 
One by one the defense's expert Look Laem 
up, argued them in detail, and contradict- 
ed them flatly. 

RIFTS IN STATE’S CASE.

Dr. Webster had heid the liquid more 
deadly. | 

Liquid cyanide, Dt. Wesener told the 
jury, could not have formed the deposit 
on Marion’s hand that became visible 
enly when her body had been in a Warm 
room several hours. Dr. Webster had in- 
sisted that only the liquid could do this, 

The spots on the coat, said Dr. Wese- 
ner, could not have been formed by liquid 
cyanide, since the latter runs off cloth 
Hké mercury. Nor could it haVe produced 
thé odor detected four months afterwara 
by Coroner’s Chemist William J. McNal- 
ly, since it loses ita odor in twenty-four 
hours. Dr. Webster had reported posi- 
tively that the spots were caused by liquia 


BAYS POWDER KILLED GIRL. 

Finally, in response tc a long hypo- 
thetical question involving all theése 
things, Dr. Weserier declared flatly that 
Marion Lambert came to her death by 
powdered cyanide. This is the basis of 
the defense’s theory that the girl com- 
mitted suicide and, if accepted by the 
jury, is a fatal blow to the state's charge‘ 
that shé was mufdered with poison in 
solution. 

The involved highly technical testimony 
was listened to eagerly by a crowd that 
filled the courtroom to its capacity. As 
Dr. Wesener drove his points home there 
were subdued murmurs of interest. The 
auditors seemed under the spell of the 
tense battle of experts. 


MISS YOUKER TO TESTIFY. 

There was an air of anticipation, too, 
for a repoft had spread that Celestia 
Youker may take the stand.

Transport columns came down or went | 
up the hilly roads, driven by tired men, 
who drooped in their seats or saddles after 
three days ‘of battie, in which they have 
had littid sieep. Other men were moving 
up toWards the fighting lines, marching 
with a steady tramp along. the chalky 
roads, which plastered them with white 
dust from their steel helmets downward, 
and put white marks upon their faces ex- 
cept where the sweat came down in gul- 
lies. Artilerymen were leading up re- 
serve horses, which put their ears back 
for a moment as if te switch off flies When 
the heavy guns biared forth close to them 
and shells of at least eight M. caiiber 
went howling overhead to the enemy's 
lines.

LONDON, July 5.—The French 
troops to the south of the Somme contia- 
ued their drive forward today.

SUCCESS WON BY FRENCH. 

In their attacks today the French ear- 
ried by storm the entire German second 
line from the Clery-Maricourt road to 
fhe Somme, a distance ofjone and one- 
quarter miles.

LOSS TO GERMANS 60,000. 

It is estimated that the German losses 
in the battle of the Somme thus far are 
approximately 60,000.

The Germans are sending reinforce 
ments from as far as Verdun and Lens, 
and it is thought that the continued 
heavy German attacks on the Meuse 
may be intended to conceal important 
transfers of troops behind the German 
lines. 

A report from Holland indicates that 
the Germans have prepared a counter of- 
fense between the Belgian frontier and 
Arras, where, it is rumored, a formidable 
concentration of artillery is being made.

TELL OF TERRIFIC FIGHT. 

PARIS, July 5.—The full force of the 
French offensive is being exerted both 
north and south of the Somme, but prin- 
cipally southward. 

The number of German prisoners taken 
by the French is close to 10,000, while the 
extent of the munitions captured is shown 
in the fact that sixty guns were taken by 
a single army corps. - 

The British have been facing an ex- 
tremely heavy resistance, and large Ger- 
man reinforcements were hurried for- 
ward all day yesterday by the Cologne- 
Cambrai railway, which runs to the very 
center of the German front attacked by 
the British. The stubborn resistance all 
along this front has prevented the British 
from keeping pace with the French ad- 
vance to the south. 


Seek to Beat British. 

The tenacity with which the Germans 
are holding to their positions in the face 
of the British attack, particularly around 
La Boiselle, leads to the belief of the mili- 
tary authorities that the Ge:mans are 
chiefly concerned in breaking the British 
offensive even at the sacrifice of some 
ground to the south. 

The French have now, in some places, 
pushed through the third and last line of 
the German defenses as they existed be- 
fore the attack began. The Germans are 
hastily constructing a new line, but are 
manifestly unable to make it as strong as 
the three lines perfected after twenty 
months’ labor. . i 

The phenomenal rainstorm which swept 
over the whole terrain has impeded ina 
certain measure the Anglo-French of- 
fensive. 


French Losses Small. 

The astonishing feature of the Somme 
battle, so far as the French are con- 
cerned, is the small loss incurred. Re- 
ports thus far received show that one 
army corps which took a prominent part 
im the fighting lost just 80men. The regi- 
ments which took Flaucourt did not lose 
a single man. All the wounded who have 
been brought to Paris hospitals speak of 
this extraordinary immunity. 

“What pleasantly surprised us,” said 
one, “‘was the few losses. When we 
climbed out of the trenches we expected 
to walk into a hail of bullets. Well, I 
covered a mile and a quarter without 
hearing one whistle past. It was when 
we entered the enemy's lines that a’ 
mauser bullet struck my arm. Few of 
my comrades were hit.

North of the Somme our troops 
continued their offensive during 
the day and captured the slopes south 
of Mamelon, riorth of OCurlu.

Trenches running between Estrees 
and Belloy having been occupied by us, 
the entire secoad position of the Ger- 
mans south of the Somme now is in our 
hands on a front of about six miles. 

On the north Verdun front there 
were intermittent bombardments dur- 
ing the day. 

In Lorraine, after artillery prepara- 
tion, the enemy attacked our position 

“in the region of St. Martin, east of 
Luneville, and succeeded in obtaining 
a footing in our trenohes at three 
points. Our counter aftacks imme- 
diately drove them out, 


The earlier statement, telling of the

Like Frozen Sea After Storm. 

Standing above one oraeter, I saw be- 
fore me these solid billows, with thirty 
fect slopes, reaching away like a s€a 
frozen after a great storm. We must 
have hurled hundreds if not thousands of 
shells from our heaviest howitzers and 
long range guns into this stretch of field 
Even many of the dugouts, going thirty 
feet below the earth and strongly tim- 
bered and cemented, had been chokee 
with masses ofearth so that many bodies 
must lie buried there.

Snipers Blown to Atoms. 
I stood again above the ground in the 
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over my head with their indescribable 
whooping and black shrapnel) was still 
bursting about the fields. The Germans 
‘were dropping 5.9s along the Hne a hun- 
dred yards away. 

Be carefud about those dugouts,”’ said 
an officer. “‘ Some of them have charged 
mines ins'de and there may-te Germans 
still hiding in them.” 

Two Germans were found hiding there 
today. Some of our men found them- 
selves being sniped and after a search 
found the shots were coming from a cer- 
tain section of a trench in which there 
were communicating dugouts. After 
cunning trappers’ work they isolated one 
dugout in which the snipers were con- 
cealed. 

“Come out of that,”’ shouted our men 
“ Surrender like good boys.”’ 

But the onty answer they had was a 
shot. The dugout was bombed. but the 
men went through an underground pas- 
Sage into another one. Then a charge 
of armmonal was put down and the dug- 
out blown to bits. ‘ 


Battling During a Storm. 

This afternoon, while I was still on the 
battlefield of Montauban. a great thunder 
storm broke. It was sudden and violent 
and the rain fell in sheets. The sky be- 
came black with a greenish streak in it. 
When the lightning forked over the high 
wooded ridges towards La Boiselle and 
above Fricourt wood artillery observa- 
tion was impossible. but the guns still 
fired and their flashes were as vivid as 
the lightning, revealing through the 
murk the dark figures of marching men 
and the black woods slashed with shell 
fire. 

Just above Montaubgn in a little while 
the low lying ground was flooded so that 
the guns in the valleys were inwater, and 
the horse transports splashed through 
ponds scattering fountains above their 
axles and rivers ran down the broken 
trenches of the old German line. 


ITALIANS GAIN 
NEW SUCCESSES 
IN THE TRENTINO 


Capture Two Mountain Heights 
in Spite of Heavy Fighting 
by the Austrians, 


ROME, July 5.—New successes have 
been won by the Italians in their offensive 
in the Trentino, the war office announced 
today. They have occupied the summit 
of Monte Corno, northwest of the Pasubio, 
and captured the crest of Monte Séilugio. 
The Austrian resistance is increasing in 
several sectors, but attempts at counter 
attacks have been repulsed. The official 


statement fotlows: 

Between the Adige and the Brenta 
the enemy is making evry effort to 
contest our advance and has at- 
tempted to counter attack at‘ vari- 


ous points. In the Adige valley dur- 
ing the night of July 3 we repulsed an 
attack on the Monte Zugna trenches. 

Yesterday several attempts of our 
Alpine troops reached the summit 
of Monte Corno, northwest of “the 
Pasubio. 

In the Upper Astico basin, in spite 
of difficulties and the enemy’s resis- 
tance, we captured the crest of Monte 
Sellugio and advanced toward Rio 
Fereddo and the Astico. 

In the Campelle valley, near Maso 
Beranta, after intense artillery prep- 
aration, the enemy attacked our po- 
sitions on Prima Luneta, but was 
driven off with heavy loss. 

Along the Isonzo fropt the artillery 
activity has increaséd. Fighting in 
the Monfalcone sector has continued. 
We took some prisoners, two machine 
guns and a trench mortar. 


Austrian Official Report. 
BERLIN, July 5.—The Austrlain official 
report regarding operations on the Italian 
front follows: 

On the Doberdo heights fighting 
activity decreased considerably in the 
northern sector after violent engage- 

‘ments tn which the Austro-Hunga- 
rians maintaine] all their positions. In 
the southern sector the Italians con- 
tinued their attacks, which were re- 
pulsed, and then began a general bom- 
bardment. 

On the Carinthian front, Alpine de- 

tachments unsuccessfully made an at- 
tack north of the Seebach valley. Be- 
tween the Brenta and the Adige hos- 
tile advances failed against the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian positions in the district 
of Cimadeici and Monte Zebio and aft- 
erward upon Monte Indrietto, and po- 
sitions in the Ena Pasubio and Brand 
valleys and on Zugna ridge. Arico 
was shelled by Italian guns. 
., Austro-Hungarian naval! aeroplanes 
extensively bombarded the towns of 
Vincanziano and Bestrigna-Varan- 
zano, where Itallan troops were ob- 
served, and the works at Adria.

THE EFFECT OF MOBILIZATION. 

The sudden and extreme change in the tone of 
Mexican official utterance disclosed in the latest | 
communication from Sefor Carranza is highly grati- 
fying, theugh tardy. 

There ig no desire in this country to make war 
upon Mexico; there is every desire to avoid it, 
ranging from a desire so short sighted and intense 
as to accept any injury or affront rather than resort 
to it. up to a desire more self-respecting and fore- 
sizhted which seeks peace only on proper terms. 
This bas been demonstrated not merely by words 
but by acts, and it has met with little evidence of 
gratitude or coysideration from Mexican leaders 
gutil the president’s call to the national guard 
and the prompt mobilization of the citizen army 
proved there is a limit to our long suffering and 
Ghat vigorous measures at last were at hand. 

This is a demonstration of the validity of the 
@riticism of Mr. Wilson’s Mexicau policy—a policy 
which has been based on a total misapprehension of 
Mexican official psychology and morale. If our 
belated vigor had been applied three years ago Mex- 
ico and the United States would have been spared 
a bloody and shameful experience and the former 
country would long ago have reéntered the path of 
ordered progress. As long as the president confines 
himself to asseverations of peaceful intentions or 
resorts only to spasmodic and inconclusive acts of 
interference, Mexican confusion will continue. 
When it is made clear that force will back our 
interests, if need be, the situation clears promptly. 

Meanwhile we may hope that we shall take ad- 
vantage of the improved situation to accomplish 
some definite results which promise to be lasting. 
If our negotiations bring about merely an arrange- 
ment for the withdrawal of our troops in Mexico 
and the maintenance of a large body of Carranza 
soldiers in northern Mexico we shall not be nearer 
a real solution of our difficulties.

PRE-MATERNITY HELP. 
HE heaviest death rate fur any age 
of life ig that of the first month. 
Many babies never get a grip on 
life. In addition, many women die 
in and from childbirth. The haz- 
ards of child bearing are considerable. 

Recognizing these facts, health work- 
ers are turning some of their thought to 
pre-maternity help. In England it has 
been proposed that pregnancies be reg- 
istered at the health department. Ina 
small district in France this plan is in 
operation. Work with pregnant women 
both for themselves and for their babies 
began in Bostor. In Edinburgh nurses 
call upon pregnant women and get infor- 
mation on about a dozen points and give 
advice on certain subjects. They fill ina 
card which asks for the age, the number 
of the pregnancy, details of past pregnan- 
cies, labors, nursing, etc, expected date of 
confinement, and certain details of the 
then existing pregnancy. 

The method of calculating the date of 
confinement is as follows: Calculate from 
the beginning of the last menstruation. 
Count back three months and add seven 
days. Or count forward 280 days.

The seven questions asked as to the 
present pregnancy are as follows: 

[a] Excessive vomiting—Vomiting may 
be so excessive as to endanger life. Vom- 
iting which persists after the fourth 
month is apt to be due to conditions which 
should not be neglected. 

{b) Persistent headache—Persistent 
headache may mean Bright's disease. Or 
it may be due to constipation. At any 
rate, persistent headache indicates that 
something Is going wrong, and it is wise 
to correct it. It may be that the woman 
only needs to exercise more or to get more 


fresh air or to change her habits of eat- 


ing. 

{c}] Smal! quantity of urine—This may 
be due to Bright's disease. If not signif- 
icant of anything else this symptom 
means the woman is not drinking enough 
water. 

[a] Discharge, red or white—This is a 
symptom which always calls for investi- 
gation. The cause may be any one of sev- 
eral. 

{e] Excessive constipation. 

{f] Impaired vision—The probable cause 
of this symptom {gj Bright's disease. 

{g) Any other unusual sign—e. g., awell- 
ing of hands and face.

S there have been until now no lese 
than three Duchesses of Trevise— 
namely: the wife of the present 
and fifth duke: his mother, the 
widow of the fourth duke, and his 

aunt, the widow of the third duke—it is 
necessary to explain that it is the last 
named of these three ladies who has just 
passed away at her house in Paris, 1 Ave- 
nule Marceau, at the age of 83. 

Member of the old Breton family of Le 
Coat de Kerveguen, a branch of which 
has been settled for hundreds of years in 
the Ile de Bourbon, better known by its 
modern name of Reunion, she possessed 
in her youth all the beauty and grace for 
which the Frenchwomen of that island 
were so justly famed. 

Her husband, who died in 1892, was the 
grandson of the first Napoleon's famous 
field marshal, Edouard Mortier, a Nor- 
man, who was created Duke of Trevise by 
Napoleon I. in 1808, in recognition of his 
distinguished military services and in re- 
membrance of his having taken by storm 
the Italian town of Trevise eleven years 
previously. 

After the banishment of Napoleon to 
Biba he went over to King Louis XVIII. 
and was confirmed in his dukedom and 
created a peer of France. But when the 
emperor returned in 1815 the duke re- 
joined him and was with him throughout 
the hundred days, being only prevented 
from taking part in the battle of Water- 
loo by an attack of severe illness. 

For several years he was in disgrace. 
But in 1819 he was readmitted by Louis 
XVIII. to the chamber of peers and on 
the accessign of Charles X. received the 
order of the Holy Ghost. King Louis 
Philippe made him first of all ambassador 
to Russia, then minister of war, and final- 
ly premier. 


_ 

It was while filling that office that the 
marshal was killed, along with eleven 
other persons, while riding on horseback 
by the side of the carriage of King Louls 
Philippe by the bomb of the would-be 
regicide Fieschi. Curiously enough, his 
family had been on at least two subse- 
quent occasions subject to injury by 
bornbs, the last time being when the 
town mansion, in the Rue de Berri, of the 
Marquise de Trevise, widow of hie grand- 
son Hippolyte, was badly damaged by an 
explosion, the perpetrators of the outrage 
having remained undiscovered to this 
day. 

Until a few years ago the Duke of, Tre- 
vise. like the Duc de Rivoli, the Duc de 
Bethune, the Prince of Essling, and the 
Prince Duke of Wagram, was in receipt 


of a perpetual pension, with which Na- 


poleon had endowed the titles at the time 
of their creation more than a century 
ago All these perpetual pensions, in- 
stead of being abolished on the downfall 
of the first Napoleon, were maintained in 
their entirety, not alone by Louis XVIII. 


and Charles X. but also by King Louis 


Philippe, by the second republic, by Na- 
poleon III., and by the third rzpublic, 
down to 1904, the various governments 
of the day taking the ground that since 
these pensions had been inscribed by Na- 
poleon in the “grand livre” (great 
ledger) of France, they constituted an 
obligation of the national treasury and 
that it was necessary for the national 
credit that they should be duly honored. 

It was only with the consent of all the 
recipients, most of whom were bitter po- 
litical adversaries of the republic, that 
these pensions were compounded for 
large lump sums, voted by the chamber 
of deputies for the purpose. 


Perhaps the meat | remarkable of the 
women of this family is the Marquise de 
Trevise, who owns the magnificent coun- 
try seat of Seeaux, the gardens of which 


were laid out by Le Notre, who likewise 
designed those of the palace of Versailles. 
Sceaux has belonged in turn to the Duc 
de Tresmes, then to the famous states- 
man Colbert, who with his three daugh- 
ters, each of them duchesses, entertained 
there Louis XIV. 

It also belonged to the Dukes of Maine, 
to the Duc de Penthievre, to the revolu- 
tionist Lecomte, and finally to his son-in- 
law, the second Duc de Trevise. If it 
was left by him to the youngest of-his 
three sons instead of to the eldest, it was 
because it costs an enormous amount of 
money to keep it up and that the late 
marquis was the only one of: the three 
brothers who was rich enough for the 
purpose through his marriage. 

For the now widowed marquise is the 
only child and sole heiress of M. de Bel- 
leme, the prefect of police of the reign of 
Charles X. ahd who, while in office, en- 
tirely reorganized the public charities 
of Paris. His daughter was in her in- 
fancy when he died and was brought up 
entirely by the Marquis de Tallhouet, 
who administered her large fortune in 
such a fashion as to treble it by the time 
she married. '

vise Sceaux will pass to her only child, 
Leonie, Princess of Cystria, widow of

Dr, John A. Wesener Says Pow- 
dered Cyanide Killed Mar- 
lon Lambert.

He asked whether pharmacists use cya- 
mide in compounding prescriptions. 

“They never use it, so far as I know,” 
said the witness. 

The other day a Lake Forest druggist 
testified he never had seenany other than 
commercial cyanide (cf comparatively 
low strength) in the shop where he 
worked. 

No place where Orpet might have ob- 
tained cyanide, except drug stores, has 
been emphasized by the state. But the 
defense has shown that Marion had free 
access to the powerful chemical cyanide 
fin the laboratory of the Deerfield-Shields 
High school. 


Differ on Convulsions, 

Dr. Webster’s statement that death by 
cyanide would have been preceded by one 
tetanic convulsion was another point at 
which Dr. Wesener contradicted him. 
The number, said the latter, is variable, 
averaging three in a number of cases. 
Three is the number which Orpet said he 
observed. 

The defense's contention that the spots 
on Marion’s coat were put there long aft- 
er her body was found was touched on in 
scores of questions. Powdered cyanide, 
said Dr. Wesener, decomposes s0 rapidly 
as to have made it highly improbable 
that traces would have been found in an 
analysis three months belated, as was 
that of Dr. Webster. 

Liquid cyanide, he said, decomposes so 
much more rapidly that the spots could 
not possibly have been produced by a so- 
lution three months before. 


Deposit on Hand. 

As for tbe deposit on the girl's hand, 
Dr. Wesener said liquid cyanide would 
have appeared as a white substance in 
the cold outer air, but would have melted 
and become invisible in a warm room. 
The revefse is what happened, according 
to the state's testimony. 

And as a clincher for his argument, the 
expert's attention was calied to the fact 
that in the saliva marks on the lapel of 
the girl's coat the cyanogen element had 
disappeared when the analysis was made. 
Cyanogen in the spots, said Dr. Wesener. 
would have gone at the same time, if the 
spots had appeared at the same time, 


Start of Cross Examination. 

- Tn beginning. his cross examination 
State’s Attorney David R. Joslyn indulged 
in a sprightly give and take in which he 
tried to induce the witness to admit that 
liquid cyanide would not have rolied off 
the outer coat “if a man had held the 
bottle, crouching over the body, and 
three drops had fallen from a height of 
an inch or so on a perfectly level part of 
the coat.” 

The witness said he “ found it very hard 
to conceive such a thing.”’ 

Dr. Wesener was the only witness of the 
day. Judge Donnelly did not arrivefrom 
Woodstock in time for a morning session, 
and court did not convene unt!! 1:30. 

Coroner's Chemist McNally was there, 
ready to give his ‘“* boomerang” testi- 
mony about the spots on the coat, but he 
was given no chance.

A.—Inaemuch a@ it wm the 
hydrocyanic acid produced from the cy- 
anide that does the killing, it follows that 
the form that releases the acid the more 
readily produces death the more quickly. 
In a solution the liquid would absorb at 
first a portion of the hydrocyanic acid, 
and.the acid would not be present in so 
great quantities as in the pure cyanide 
or solid form. Absorption through the 
lungs might bring on instant death, and 
the saliva would liberate hydrocyanic gas 
from the solid in its most concentrated 
form. 
Powder More Rapid. 

Q.—Which would you say is the more 
rapid? A.—My opinion, based on my ex- 
periments, is that powder would act much 
more rapidly than liquid. I have found no 
literature on the subject. Hydrocyanic 
acid, liberated from a pure salt—say 98 
per cent—taken into the lungs causes in- 
stant death. But if that same acid is di- 
luted with water you will no longer have 
98 per cent strength—perhaps 30 or 40 per 
cent. It will act more slowly. 

Q.—What is the action of potassium 
cyanide with respect to the production of 
convulsions? A.—Well, there may be a 
great number or there may be only oneor 
two. The strength of the dose does not 
always determine. Every animal I ex- 
perimented on had convulsions. fOrpet 
said he saw three convu!sions.}] These 
were of two types—chronic, the ordinary 
thrashing around of arms and feet, and 
tetanic, trembling, the head always 
drawn back. 

Q.—What is the fact as to exudation of 
moisture from the body? A.—Well, exu- 
dations and excretions are increased. 


Loss of Lethal Elements. 
Q.—Assuming that cyanide of potassium 
found on a hand after exposure for twen-, 
ty-four to thirty hours wats 58.18 per cent 
in strength, what of its original strength? 
A.—It must have been stronger than 
58.18 per cent when placed on the hand.

Q.—Assume that on a hand there was 
potassium cyanide in powdered or crystal 
form, and that this had been exposed to 
atmospheric conditions in which there 
was some snow, what effect would that 


snow have on the deliquescence? A.— |

have a tendency to melt and be taken up 
by the potassium cyanide.

PIER CAFEVETO 
STIRS LITTLER 


Alderman Charges Mayor’s 
Action to Some “Invisi- 
ble Government.” 


—_— 


Blame for the lack of restaurant facill- 
ties, soda water fountains and peanut 
and popcorn stands at the municipal pier 
was placed on “invisible government ” 
yesterday by Ald. Harry E. Littler, chatr- 
man of the council committee on harbors. 

The fact that a contract for this con- 
cession was not let a week ago was due 
entirely to Mayor Thompson's unex- 
pected veto of an ordinance accepting the 
bid of John Z. Vogelsang offering the 
city 18 per cent of his gross receipts for 
the restaurant and stand privileges at the 
big pier. On the Fourth 65.000 persons 
went to the recreation end of the struc- 
ture and at least some of these were dis- 
appointed by the lack of restaurané fa- 
cilities. 

Quick Action Urged. 

Roused by some of these complaints 
Ald. Littler announced that a determined 
effort to let the concession, privileges 
will be made before the counell adjourns. 
If necessary an additional meeting may 
be held. 

“It was nothing less than a disgrace,” 
said Ald. Ldttler, “ that the public which 
is juet awakening to the attractiveness 
of the pier should have gone out there 
by thousands on the Fourth and found 


it impossible even to get a glass of lemon- 
ade or a sack of peanuts, 

“ The harbor commission had prepared 
tie way for letting a good contract. On 
the commission are Commissioner Moor- 
house, Harbor Master Weckler, and Con- 
troller Pike, three of Mayor Thompson's 
appointees, and two other representa- 
tives of the administrative branch of the 
government. There are only two alder- 
manic members. The contract was sub- 
mitted to Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Hornstein and the city council approved 
it. There was every reason to think that 
these concessions would be in operation 
for the Pourth. 


Then Comes the Veto. 

“Then, the day of the council meeting, 
Monday of last week, Mayor Thompson 
and some of his advisers were in his of- 
fice until 6 o'clock.

Mrs. Beckert ran into the hotel lobby 
and then into the street when her husband 
drew his revolver and his death imme. 
diately followed. 

Beckert is said to have been despond- 
ent because of financial reverses. Of 
late he ts said to have worried over the 
success of a patent with which his iirm 
is concerned. 

The patent. which concerned the mech- 
anism of a new type of washing machine, 
is sald to be in litigation, in connection 
with which Mr. Beckert had been corre- 
sponding with the patent office in Wash- 
ington. 


Note Disposes of Property. 

He left a note which seemed to have 
been written in contemplation of the 
death of both himself and his wife. 
said: 
‘In the event of the death of both Mr. 
and Mrs. Becker, Herman J. Beckert is 
the sole heir. R. C. Rewan of Wheaton 
is to be guardian. Charles 6..Eaton. 
35 North Dearborn street, is to look after 
his legal interests." 

Mr. Rowan was reached at Wheaton. 

“I was one of Mr. Beckert's closest 
friends,” he said. “I believe his mind 
was unsettled by reverses. I saw him 
only a few days ago, and he remarked at 
that time that should anything happen 
to him his affairs were all card indexed 
so there would be no trouble. There 
no occasion for him to make the stdéte- 
ment, and it seemed to point te his 
thoughts. I am interested in the com- 
pany of which Mr. Beckert wae a member, 


as his son's guardian.”’ 

“Mr. Beckert was around 45 years old 
and came of excellent stock, His father 
now is a major in the German army.” 


Spent $285,000 at Loss, 

“It was simply the breaking down of 
a mind that had borne a burden greater 
than it could stand,’ said Paul Compart. 
with whom he shared offices. “ Beckert 
invented the first electric washing me- 
chine. Recently he spent $18.000 in liti- 
gation. He showed me figures the other 
day showing that $20,000,000 in profits had 
been taken by concerns making the ma- 
chine for which he claimed the patent and 
upon which he had expended $285,000,"

Corn Has Good Support. 

Corn had a setback after the opening, 
following wheat but later rallied and 
closed strong. the buving of December be- 
fing especially conspicuous in view of the 
fine weather conditions. Resting prices 
were %@%c to %c higher. The cash de- 
mand was fair, and there were sales of 
300.000 bu, including 150.000 bu for export. 
Cables were strong, 1@2d higher. com- 
pared to Saturday’s close. % 

Receipts here were 650 cars, with pr- 
mary receipte of 1.674.009 bu. against 742,- 
p00 bu a year ago. Local stocks were re- 
duced 616.000 bu to 3.147000 bu. World's 
shipments last week were 3,541,000 bu. and 
on passage stocks increased 1530,000 bu 
over a year ago. There was a decrease of 
898 000 bu in the visible. Clearances were 
196,000 bu. Snow estimates a crop of 
2,839,000 bu on acreage slightly larger

Oats Show Heavy Tone. 

Oats were weak at the close. fina! prices 
being a shade to %c lower. Local traders 
sold on the weakness in wheat. The buy- 
fing support was not vigorous. Snow’s re- 
port makes the July prospect 1,281,000,000 
bu, or 50,000,000 bu more than was indi- 
cated in June. Crop reports in the main 
are favorable. Visible stocks decreased 
1,614,000 hu. Receipts were 226 cars, 
with primary receipts of 1,454,000 bu, 
against 577.000 bua yearago. Clearances 
for the three days were 926.000 bu. The 
loca! stocks decreased 835,000 bu for the 
week. Cash prices were \{@%c lower, and 
there were sales of 150,000 bu, Including 
25,000 bu to exporters. 


Hog Products Are Strong.
